California is faced with conservation 
problems of the gravest sort which have 
arisen with the great increase in p>p- 
ulation in the last three or four years. 
A recent survey ¢f the State Reconstruc- 
ticn and Reemployment Commission shows 
that California is now the third most 
POun re wn. state with a population of 
nearly 84 million, an increase of more 
than 1,500,000 sinco April,1940,. The 
board further states that by 1950 the 
population may be expected to increase 
another million. 

The accommodation of this vase and 
abnormal addition to our population in 
so short a time has already caused 

ifficulties no end but I have not seen 
or heard in conservation circles any 
discussion of the gravity of the situa- 
tion as it will be bound to affect our 
wilderness.
